Argentina, and some of them are believed to have been subjected ta 
Commmnist infiltration. 


b. The Club Yugoeslevo, Calle Defensa 127, which is alse the headquarters 
of the anti-Tito newspaper Protest. 


eC. The Case Yugeeslav:. in Dock Sud (a southern suburb of Buenos Aires). 
which is directed vy an anti-Communist commission although some mechers 
are Corminiete. 


4. Wany former adherents of Pave)ic have now become affiliated with pro-T to 
orgenizations, but there are still severel thousand local Yugoslave who 
remain faithful to Pevelic, About 500 pro-Pavelics have entered Argentine 
within the past six months.
